Secretary Ball Read ‘The Journal’’ 
and Then He Woke Up — Postal 
Authorities Age Hot on Walker’s

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Another victim of Frank R. Walker's 
latest creation, the Bridgeport Brass Man- 
ufacturing Company, has been discovered 
in the Carthage Tissue Paper Mills at 
Carthage, N. Y. 

Walker placed an order for 1,200 reams 
with the Carthage Tissue Paper Mills only 
last week. Thinking that it was dealing 
with the Bridgeport Brass Manufacturing 
Company, the Carthage Tissue Mills 
shipped the goods on Thursday. On Sun- 
day Secretary W. O. Ball received a copy 
of tast week’s Paper Trappe JouRNAL, 
containing the exposé of the Bridgeport 
Brass, Manufacturing Company. Then he 
woke up. 

He rtished: off to a telegraph office and 
wired his attorney in this city, Joseph A. 
Arnold, to see if he could find the goods. 
Attorney Arnold. hustled,around rather 
lively, and on Wednesday he got out a 
writ of replevin for the goods, which he 
had located in the ‘warehouse of R. J. 
Dean & Co., in Greenwich street, where 
Walker had stored them in the name of 
George _ Atkinson. Twenty-two 
bundles were missing. These Mr. Arnold 
subsequently discovered had been sold by 
Walker direct from the dock. 

The summons in this replevin case was 
served on Frank R. Walker on Thursday. 
\rmed with the likeness printed in this 
paper last week, a clerk in the employ of 
\ttorney Arnold laid in wait for Walker 
outside one of his resorts, and served the 
papers on him. 

The publication of the facts concerning 
Walker's latest foray into the paper trade 
was read by the trade with much interest 
last week. There were hasty consultations 
with bookkeepers, «cashiers and clerks, 
which in several cases resulted in the dis- 
covery of narrow escapes,

000 to 30,000 pounds of finished paper a 
day, which, it is expected, will be entirely 
consumed in the State.

The Marshall Engine and Its Economical 
Work. 


the Editor of The Journal: 
Sir—In the issue of THe Paper TRADE 
URNAL of May 28, Page 443, there 
an article on ball bearings, as applied to 
Marshall perfecting engine, also some 
nments on the power used by the Mar- 
i] engine. Some friends of mine have 
led my attention to the article, and on 
first reading it was so nonsensical that 
lid not deem it worthy of attention, but 
.smuch as the,writer goes out of his way 
, criticise the Marshall engine and is so 
roughly ignorant of the subject. of 
ower and its economical use I beg the 
rivilege of presenting a few figures on the 


subject. 
Your correspondent states that Marshall 


gine No. 42 was using 100 horse-power, 
is point being ascertained by taking cards 
‘rom the steam engine which drove the 
Marshall engine. Now, while I do not dis- 
pute that cards taken from the steam 
enginé showed the engine developing 100 
horse-power, your correspondent should 
not say that the Marshall was using this 
amount of power, but should (if he knows 
enough)  $tate what the friction of the 
steam engine was, also what amount of 
power was lost in the friction of counter 
shafts, before the power got to the Mar- 
shall. 

Now as to Marshall engine No. 42, I 
will save your readets the trouble of trac- 
ing this engine by stating that it is running 
in the Agawam Paper Company’s mill at 
Mittineaque, Mass., where it has been in 
operation for over eight years, and I will 
further state that one result of the work- 
ings of this engine is that 95 per cent. of 
the fine writing mills of this country, as 
well as a large percentage of those in 
Europe, have put in the Marshall perfect- 
ing engine, and that the writer has on 
many occasions brought paper makers to 
the Agawam mill to see the work this 
engine was doing. The engine is working 
on the very hardest grades of stock, mak- 
ing bond and ledger papers. 

Now for the point I wish to discuss, eco- 
nomical use of power, and right here let me 
state,and I will prove it later on in this arti- 
cle by figures, that the greater the amount 
of power used on the Marshall perfecting 
engine the less power is used per ton of 
paper, and that any mill using 100 horse- 
power on a Marshal! engine is working 
more economically per ton than if using 50 
horse power. For example, I will give the 
result of a test made ove: seven years ago 
in one of the leading mills of the world 
using steam power. This mill was equipped 
with beaters of 1,000 pounds’ capacity and 
has an up-to-date steam plant and claims to 
develop a horse-power for less than 2 
pounds coal per hour. The mill was mak- 


ing the strongest paper made, and consum- 
ing on each beater, per indicator test, 50 


horse-power, and was giving the stuf 
twelve hours in beating and washing, 
which was done in the same beater. Now 


the amount of power used in beating being 
50 horse-power, it took twelve hours to 
wash and beat off 1,000 pounds of stuff, and 
as the beater used 50 horse-power and it re 
quired 2 pounds of coal per hour to furnish 
a horse-power it would require 50 x 2 = 
100 pounds of coal per hour to run the 
beater, and for twelve hours it would re 
quire 12 x 100 = 1,200, which is the actual 
amount of coal required to prepare 1,000 
pounds of stock by the old-style method 

Now what was the result when the mill 
put in the Marshall? Instead of taking 
twelve hours to prepare the stuff it did it in 
six. Now let us see what this means: six 
hours with 50 horse-power means just 600 
pounds required to get the stuff ready for 
the Marshall, and the indicator card 
showed the Marshall to be using 86 horse- 
power, and it took the Marshall just one 
hour to pass through 1,000 pounds of this 
stuff. (The Marshall could have passed 
double this amount had the 
been large enough to throw it.) 

Now as it took 86 horse-power in one 
hour to get the 1,000 pounds of stuff 
through the Marshall, and as it took 2 
pounds of coal per horse-power, the Mar- 
shall used 86 x 2 = 172 pounds of coal; 
this, plus the amount taken by the beaters 
to get stuff ready for the Marshall, made 
the total amount of coal required to pre- 
pare stuff for 1,000 pounds of paper when 
the Marshall was used 772 pounds; i. e., 600 
pounds in the béater and 172 on the Mar- 
shall, against 1,200 used where all the work 
was done in the beater, making a net sav- 
ing of 428 pounds of coal when the Mar- 
shall was used, or in other words a saving 
of 35 per cent. in power. 

Your correspondent states that in laying 
out a mill it is customary to allow 100 
horse-power for the Marshall engine and 
that many mill owners would have spasms 
if they knew they were putting enough 
power into a Marshall to drive three or 
four 1,000-pound beating engines. This will 
certainly be very amusing to many of the 
mill owners who have gone into the sub- 
ject and know just what the Marshall will 
do. 

For the benefit of the public, as well as 
your correspondent, I beg to state that the 
Marshall Paper Company, of this place, has 
been in operation since 1897 and that, while 
I am not the sole owner of it, I am one of 
the largest shareholders, and that in this 
mill (where the Marshall engine practically 
does all the beating) we furnish stuff for a 
paper machine 120 inches wide, and that a 
250 horse-power water wheel runs the 
washers and beaters (there is only one), a 
stack of super calenders, two rag cutters, 
two elevators and several pumps. The 
stock used in our mill is of the very strong-

PosTMASTER-GENERAL SMITH gave a 
hearing in Washington this week to the 
contestants in the matter of the stamped 
envelope contract Perhaps the most 
striking and certainly the only new feature 
of the case as developed at that hearing 


was the claim of the anti-Purcell people 
that they had been awarded the contract 
prior to the date on which Postmaster- 
General Gary had awarded it to the Pur- 
cell Company. The claim was based on 
the alleged statement by Mr. Gary that “If 
your paper is as good as the Government 
sample I will accept your bid,” the paper 
later being proven to be as good as the 
Government sample. This statement by 
Mr. Gary was testified to by several who 
heard it and whose affidavits were intro- 
duced. It would seem to be stretching 
matters somewhat to suppose that such a 


statement could under any circumstances 















be considered the awarding of a contract, 
for, as a rule, the Government does not 
award $3,000,000 contracts in that off-hand 
and informal way. If it does the practice

should be stopped at once. 
over the particular contract 
does not appear to have been cleared up in 
any way by the hearing. 





ProGress has been made in the matter 
of securing a national bankruptcy law. 
The conferrees of the Senate and House 
have agreed on a compromise measure, 
which in the main is based on the meas- 
ure passed by the latter. The first para- 
graph of the new bill is devoted to defini- 
tions, among which is that of an insolvent, 
which is as follows: “A person shall be 
deemed insolvent within the provisions of 
this act whenever the aggregate of his 
property, exclusive of any property which 
he may have conveyed, transferred, con- 
cealed or removed, or permitted to be con- 
cealed or removed, with intent to defraud, 
hinder or delay his creditors, shall not at 
a fair valuation be sufficient in amount to 
pay his debts.” The bill carefully defines 
who may become bankrupts, provides that 
all conveyances and transfers made subse- 
quent to the passage of the act and within 
four months prior to the filing of a peti- 
tion by a person adjudged to be a bank- 
rupt shall be void; and the final para- 
graph provides that the act shall go into 
effect immediately on its passage, but that 
no petition for voluntary bankruptcy shall 
be filed within one month of the passage 
of the act, and no petition for involuntary 
bankruptcy within four months of its pass- 
age. It now looks as though at last there 
will be passed a bankruptcy bill. The busi- 
ness interests of the country have been de- 
manding it for a long time, and there cer- 
tainly will tbe very general satisfaction 
when there is provided a fair and econom- 


ical way of settling bankruptcy matters. 








THERE are some people even in these 
latter days who claim that they do not

Ball, of the Carthage Tissue Mills, read 
the tale, and at once took action which 
resulted in his saving the greater part of a 
lot of tissue which he had shipped to the 
concern. It paid him nearly $300 to read 
his trade paper. A Vermont manufactur- 
er had an order for 1,100 reams from Mr. 
Walker, and the goods were to be shipped 
last Monday. The manufacturer's partner 
was in Boston on the morning of that day, 
and read THe JouRNAL’s story. He tele- 
graphed to the mill and stopped the ship- 
ment of the paper. It paid that manu- 
facturer 1,100 reams of tissue to read his 
trade paper. Through the action of Tue 
JourNAL a New York State manufacturer 
was able to get back 600 reams of tissue 
which he had shipped to the Bridgeport 
Brass Manufacturing Company. It paid 
him that 600 reams to furnish the facts in 
the case, as he knew them, to Tue Jour- 
NAL, so that others might profit by read- 
ing them. These are cases where the 
time spent in reading THe JOURNAL was 
paid for at a good rate, the return being 
exceedingly promptly made. They are 
cases in which no argument is needed to 
prove that it is a mighty good thing to 
read THe JOURNAL the minute it reaches 
your hands.

as may be necessary to cover any defi- 
ciency which may arise. The list of guar- 
antors now embraces some fifty-five names, 
including paper manufacturers, paper deal- 
ers, paper machinery, equipment and sup- 
ply manufacturers and dealers. It is nec- 
essary to lengthen the list to one hundred 
names, and the committee desires to com- 
plete this part of its work as soon as pos- 
sible, in order that the rooms in view may 
be secured and fitted up. Those who are 
willing to become guarantors should at 
once notify the committee of such fact, 
and should not wait to have a personal 
appeal made by them, as it is not possible 
for the members of the committee to see 
everyone personally. There is no question 
as to the desirability of the plan, nor of its 
success when put in operation. It has 
long been felt that such a headquarters has 
been needed. There has been often ex- 
pressed, both by in-town and out-of-town 
members of the trade, a keen desire for 
just such a place, and now that there is an 
opportunity to provide it, those who have 
been asked to put the plan in operation 
should have prompt and hearty support. 
Nothing can be done until the guarantee 
fund is complete, and the vital and abso- 
lutely necessary point is to at once bring 
the list up to one hundred. This accom- 
plished, the other parts of the proposition 
will be easily cared for, and in a very short 
time the trade will have a central location, 
where members can meet and lunch to- 
gether, can transact business, receive mail, 
etc. The advantages are so apparent that 
they need not be discussed. Send your 
name to the committee as a member of 
the guarantee fund, and send it to-day, to 
Thomas Duncan, chairman of the com- 
mittee, Times Building, New York.

Having partially regained his health, jn 
1882 Mr. Bowsher embarked in busines 
for himself. In a few years his health 
seemed completely restored, and by this 
time his sons began to relieve him of muc}, 
of the details of the business. From 1882 
the firm’s line of specialties was gradually 
enlarged and the volume of business in 
creased until it was removed to the present 
commodious plant in the spring of 1894. Al- 
most immediately thereafter Mr. Bowsher 
was again overtaken by illness. For two 
years he was out of the factory altogether. 
spending a portion of his time in the South. 
Then it was that the practical training of 
his two sons came into most excellent play. 
The one, who is an excellent mechanic and 
thoroughly familiar with all details of their 
manufacturing business, dropped most nat- 
urally into the place formerly occupied by 
his father, while the other, who had been 
trained to office work, assumed direct 
charge of that department with most grati- 
fying success. Thus, although the senior 
will be greatly missed, the business will in 
no sense be handicapped, but will be 
pushed as heretofore with intelligence, 
vigor and ample capital back of it. In 1897, 
Mr. Bowsher organized the stock company 
bearing his name, thus providing for the 
uninterrupted continuance of the business 
during his absence or in event of his death. 

Mr. Bowsher was a member of the Meth- 
odist Church and led a Christian life in the 
best sense of the word.

These are all pure corn 
stock and you can see from their strength, 
compactness of fibre, form of sheet as to 
finish, that the stock is superior to straw, 
and as a board paper the equal would be 
hard to find. 

I know from an experience of twenty 
years that I have never seen its equal as to 
pliability, strength and finish. These sam- 
ples were put through a four-roll stack 
without weights. Please correct the names 
of the superintendents in your next issue 
and give William Nixon his just dues.

Suppose the bleach turns once in 181 sec- 
onds, then 60 + 181 = .33, or 33-100, the 
speed cf the bleach in turns per minute. 
If it took only 136 seconds, the speed 
would be 44-100 revolution per minute. 


When it comes to Marshall engines 
there is a good deal of difference in the 
speeds at which they are found, to run, but 
an average speed is about 320 per minute. 
A Jordan should run about 300 per minute.

Up in the duster room the wing or 
ian duster should run about 100, and the 
whipper and thresher dusters should run 
at the same speed. A railroad duster must 
travel a good deal faster, and about 320 
will be about right. A star duster should 
run about 30 or 40, and a “devil duster” 
ibout 200, 

There is not much danger of getting a 
rag cutter speeded too high, although 
there is such a thing, of course, and there- 
by consuming a lot of power more than is 
necessary, to say nothing of reaching a 
speed at which the balance wheel of the 
machine may go to pieces. A safe speed, 
ind one at which the cutter will work well, 
is about 320 revolutions per minute. 

In some parts of the country they all 
seem to do things one way, while in an- 
ther part they do the same things in an 
entirely different manner, Take the simple 
matter of carrying rags from one room or 
part of the mill to another. Who is there 
in New England who ever transferred or 
conveyed rags by means of a fan and a 
blast of air therefrom? But go to Wis- 
consin, and see how many fans you can 
find arramged to convey rags in that way. 
Well, a lot of them, and they do it well, 
too. 

There you will see Sturtevant blowers 
running at pretty good speeds, a 44-inch 
an running 1,200 or 1,300 revolutions per 
minute. When aprons are used their speed 
should vary according to the vertical 
angle. If it rums up very steep, it will be 
necessary to run the apron faster than the 
rags can roll down. But there is another 
and better way than speeding up belts or 
iprons, and that is to use two aprons. 
Place one on top of the other, and let the 
rags go between, and they cannot fall 
back, for the two aprons hold and carry 
them all up in spite of gravity. Where

are used a speed of 50 feet per minute will 
usually do the work, though in some cases 
of hard-worked aprons the speed is in- 
creased to 100 feet per minute with good 
results. 

Speaking of dusters a few paragraphs 
| back, I neglected to state that when they 
are running about 100 revolutions per min- 
ute the speed of the wire screen or cylin- 
der should not be less than 5 nor more 
than 10 revolutions per minute. About 8 
may be taken as a fair average, and good 
practice. 

Warren filters have to have a definite 
speed given them, and it has been found 
that a speed of 4 revolutions per minute 
will work well. While it is not easy to give 
the speeds at which sheet cutters ought to 
run, it will work out all right if the coun- 
| ter which is to drive them be given a speed 
of about 150 revolutions per minute, 
though some call for roo. 


Trimmers, and among them the under- 
| cuts, should be driven at about 225 or 230 
| revolutions per minute. Wet machines run 
at all sorts of speeds, according to the 
| construction, but a good many call for a 
| speed of 125 revolutions. 

The shake on a machine is something 
which varies largely, and there are many 
opinions as to whether a slow or a quick 
shake is the best. For my part I prefer 
'as slow a shake as will do 
and under no conditions ever likely to be 
|} found in a paper mill do I believe that 
‘over 200 revolutions or complete shakes 
are necessary—and in most cases a much 
' slower shake will do the work just as well! 

Screens are made with the greatest im- 
aginable variety of speed. There are slow 
| speed screens, and I am sorry to say “that 
| there are others” not so slow. In fact, 
they are too fast to stand the racket well. 
| To begin with the old “knocker” screen, 
its shaft should run about 125. The Goth- 
am screen should be speeded at 175 per 
| minute, and the Moore & White screen at 
125. The White oscillating screen needs to 
run about 1,000 revolutions per minute in 
order to do its best work. 





In the calender room the big stacks are 
made with two speeds, one about three 
times as fast (or slow) as the other. There- 
fore, if one is 50, the other should be 150 
| per minute. To get the speeds easily in a 
calender room the line of shafting should 
run about 135. 

In the pulp mills the speed of some 
| grinders is 215, of others 200. A 40-inch 
diameter Sturtevant chip blower should 
| run 1,600 revolutions, and a 50-inch diame- 
ter 1,220, while the splitter may run 100 
| revolutions, although many are speeded at 
/90 or 95. A barker may be speeded at 675 
| or 700 with good results. There are a lot 
of other machines that 
stated for, but conditions and machines too 
vary so much for them that they had bet- 
ter be made the subject of special inquiry. 


I made a trip to the Government mill at 
Dalton last week. The United States con- 
tract had just been run out, and the mill 
was shut down for the regular annual 
“house cleaning” preparatory to starting 
July 1 on the next year’s order for Uncle 
Sam’s money paper. I may add that the 
| manner in which the mill was being cleaned 
up would be a revelation to some 
mill owners who think that they are 
even more than particular as to the 
| condition of their mills. All the rag 
engines were being overhauled at the 
time I was at the mill, and every bit 
of rust was being searched out and re- 
moved. The fly bars were all sctaped free 
of every particle of dirt and rust; then they 
were painted with nice white lead and oil, 
until they look as slick as the day they 
were sent out of the shop. 

There was little else to clean around the 
tubs, for everything is at all times kept so 
clean and ship shape that the dirt craziest 
United States inspector in the service 
would despair of finding even a speck of 
dirt anywhere about the engines, or, in 
fact, in the entire mill. And cleanliness is 
not confined to the Government mill by 
any means. The other mill of Crane & 
Co. is, if possible, kept even cleaner than 
the Government mill! Something in this 
line may. be due to the fact that the Pio- 
neer Mill is the larger, and, therefore, can 
contain more cleanliness. Much of the 
reputation which this firm has acquired is 
due to the total absence of dirt in their 
mills, from, and even in, the rag room to 
the finishing room. It is clean everywhere. 
The stock is clean, and therefore the paper 
is clean when it is finished. 

Last spring Tue Journar described a 
fine office building which was being erect- 
| ed at the Weston mills. It seems as if new 
offices were likely to become epidemic in 
Dalton, for ground has just been broken 
for an elaborate, though not very large, of- 
fice at the Pioneer Mill.. The ‘plans. call 
for a building 45 feet 10 inches long by 3o 
feet wide and 21% stories high.

He took 
the position that as he was not asking for 
options upon the properties he was not 
bound to state exactly what the object of 
his visit was- The manufacturers here feel 
that he was the representative either of the 
International Paper Company or of the 
Manufacturers Paper Company. The 
whole thing will doubtless be known some 
time. It surely will in case Mr. Churchill's 
information is such as to warrant action by 
the people who employed him. As a rule 
Mr. Churchill was most kindly received by 
the manufacturers, and was given such in- 
formation as he desired, so that he is tak-

Our wet machine or pulp felts are wnequaled

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Falls Manufacturing Company, writes me 
that the statement last week that the mill 
was shut down was a mistake, the sulphite 
department being the only one that was not 
going. Mr. Edmonds gives a cheerful rea- 
son for going to the trouble of having this 
error corrected. “We are so much behind 
with our orders for paper,” he says, “that 
the statement (of the shut down) might be 
misleading to our customers.” The sul- 
phite mill started again yesterday morning. 

A special sleeping car went up the line 
yesterday, bound for Duluth and loaded 
with paper machinery men who were go- 
ing to bid on the machinery for the mill 
of the Northwest Paper Company. It is 
expected that all the contracts will be 
awarded this week. Representatives were 
in Appleton of the Pusey & Jones Com- 
pany, Horne & Sons, the Bagley & Sew- 
all Company, the Dayton Globe Iron 
Works and other concerns. It is expected 
that all the stockholders in the new com- 
pany will also be present this week at the 
general rendezvous at Little Falls, Minn., 
where the company’s office is at present 
located. Besides the machinery men who 
passed through Appleton, others were ex- 
pected to go through directly from the 
East. 

It is expected that the new paper ma- 
chine at the mill of the Plover Paper 
Company on the Wisconsin River will be 
running in two weeks. The work upon 
the finishing building will be completed by 
that time also, so that there will be noth- 
ing to delay the starting of the machine. 

The sulphite digester for the Howard 
Paper Company, of Menasha, has arrived 
and is being set up. 

The problem of the revolving suction 
box is said to be solved at last, and the 
authority for this statement comes from 
no less practical men than the Gilbert 
brothers, of the Gilbert Paper Company, 
Menasha.

would be.” The box takes no power to 


run it, but revolves like the table rolls, 
and there is minimum wear on the wire, 
and economy in wires, jackets, timie of ad- 
justing, steam for drying, etc. 

The Appleton Wire Works now has ten 
looms in operation, which is the full num- 
ber provided for in its recent addition. 
The company reports business excellent.

HOLYOKE, Mass., June 16, 1898. 

‘This has been “Congressmen’s week” in 
this city and vicinity, and the manufac- 
turers have all taken a deal of interest in 
the visit to the Connecticut Valley of the 
Congressional committee on harbors and 
rivers. The members of the committee 
have seen some of the most enterprising 
cities and the most beautiful scenery in this 
part of the country, so the visit has been 
full of interest all around. 

Your correspondent at this point has 
frequently referred to the anticipated visit 
to this section of the committee and has 
stated its object—namely, the proposed 
opening to navigation of the Connecticut 
River from Hartford to this city, for 
which the Connecticut River Navigation 
Association has been preparing for some 
time. The plans of the association have 
been changed a number of times to suit 
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the convenience of the committee, but this 
week saw the consummation of these plans. 

The committee arrived at Springfield 
early in the week, and it consisted of 
Chairman Hooker, of Fredonia, N. Y.; 
Congressman Ward, of Port Chester, 
N. Y.; Johnson, of North Dakota; Mer- 
cer, of Nebraska; Bishop, of Michigan; 
Morris, of Minnesota; Lester, of Georgia; 
Doremer, of West Virginia; Curtis, of 
Michigan; Lawrence, of North Adams; 
and Gillette, of Springfield. The visitors 
arrived in charge of a committee, consist- 
ing of Secretary Webber, H. H. Bowman, 
C. A. Crocker and O. H. Merrick, of the 
association. 

A part of Monday was devoted to in- 
specting tne United States Armory, For- 
est Park and other places of interest in 
Springfield, and a trip to Chicopee Falls. 
At 12:30 Pp. M. the party came to this city 
by the palace car “Rockrimmon,” and after 
viewing the big dam the visitors were 
taken to Mountain Park and Mt. Tom, 
where the magnificent view was fully en- 
joyed, and a repast was served at the 
Mountain House, after which the party re- 
turned to Springfield, where a public re- 
ception was held in the evening at the 
Massasoit House. 

On Tuesday morning the committee was 
taken to Hartford in a small fleet of river 
craft, and was given many points regard- 
ing the river and the benefits to be derived 
from its improvement. Several showers on 
the way down gave the pilgrims quite a 
wetting, but this did not dampen their 
spirits (no pun intended), and they enjoyed 
the tfip very much. The engineering pos- 
sibilities were explained by Major Leach, 
and he explained how the preliminary ap- 
propfiation of $40,000 (if allowed) would 
be used. The committee was given a gen- 
uine surprise on reaching Hartford, when 
the amount of river traffic by river craft 
was shown up. A hearty welcome was 
extended by the Hartford authorities, and 
many of the manufactories were inspected. 
Lunch was served at the Board of Trade 
rooms. At 4:35 a train was boarded, and 
the party returned to Springfield, and was 
driven to the Nayasset Club rooms, where 
an elaborate dinner was served. 

After-dinner speeches were in order, 
which were started by Congressman Mer- 
cer, of Nebraska, who offered as a toast: 
“The Citizens of Springfield and Vicinity— 
Western in Spirit, Eastern in Complete- 
ness—the Salt of the Earth, Every One of 
Them.” Congressmen Morris, of Minne- 


sota, responded; he was followed by Con- 
gressmen Johnson, of North Dakota, and 
Lester, of Georgia, both of whom made 
some very happy remarks. The final 
toast was: “The Members of the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee; They Came Here 
Personal Strangers, But They Leave as 
Personal Friends.” The visitors were es- 
corted to the depot after the dinner, and 
took an early evening train for New York. 

Trade conditions have not changed much 
since last week, and business is in about 
the same place as it was a month ago. 
Some of the mills report business very 
quiet, others are fairly well supplied with 
orders. Buyers are not ordering beyond 
immediate needs, and the orders coming 
in are not very large. Prices remain about 
the same as they have been for some time 
past, and there are very few concessions 
reported. 

Word has been received here that the 
hearing before Postmaster-General Smith 
at Washington, Tuesday, has not changed 
the complexion of things very much in 
regard to the envelope contract. The local 
company was ably represented by Jeremiah 
Wilson, and the Plimpton-Morgan Com- 
pany had Ross Perry. The Postmaster- 
General did not give any decision. 

The hearing in the Taft insolvency case 
has been postponed until Saturday. It 
involves some very interesting questions 
as to how Mr. Taft disposed of his prop- 
erty during his last illness, and the local 
bank will try to substantiate its claim of 
$33,000 or more. 


The hearing in the Lyman Mills case- 


began at Springfield this week before the 
Court of Equity, the presiding judge being 
Arthur Lord, of Boston. The city is rep- 
resented by City Solicitor C. T. Callahan 
and W. H. Brooks, while the company has 
Chapin & Chapin, of this city, and F. B. 
Dunbar, of Lowell. The hearing will con- 
tinue for several days, and the result will 
be watched by many interested corpora- 
tions.

The Pearl City Mill at South Hadley is 
now under full headway in charge of its 
new owner.

It will produce about one ton 
a day of tissue paper.

TOILET PAPER CUTTER.

With the New England Grinders 
the output was 41,800 pounds, as against 
58,200 pounds with the Challenge 
Grinders, the pulp being in every par- 
ticular fully as good We have facts and 
figures to disprove the statement made 
by Mr. Scott, that when paying for the 
machinery the mill often delivered more 
than ten tons daily of air dry pulp.

COLD VERSUS HOT BLEACHING. 





Ii paper makers who habitually resort to 
the custom of bleaching their pulps at a 
high temperature by blowing steam into 
the diluted mixture of pulp and water were 
asked the reason for so doing, or to state 
the advantages which they supposed could 
be derived from such a practice, the answer 
to the question in the majority of cases 
would resolve itself into a statement, more 
or less qualified, that the puip bleaches 
quicker, and a greater quantity of bleached 
material can thus be turned out from a 
potcher in a given space of time.

Broadly speaking, this action is brought 
about by the bleach liquor in such a man- 
ner that the impure, colored constituents 
intimately associated with the boiled fibre 
or pulp are removed in the form of sub- 
stances soluble in water; not because the 
chlorine of the bleach liquor attacks the 
pulp or these impurities, but rather because 
the oxygen of the water being liberated by 
the chlorine is the real destroyer of those 
constituents which it is desirable to re- 
move. If this is the actual case, a state of

doned owing to certain material advan- 
tages—from the manufacturing point of 
view, at least—which are derived. This be-

insoluble organic chloride which remains 
with the bleached pulp. 

Evidence of the existence of such chlo- 
rinated bodies in pulp can easily be 
shown by careful analysis of the whitened 
and cleansed fibre. If pulp which has been 
bleached at a high temperature be carefully 
and thoroughly washed, until it shows no 
sign of free chlorine when tested with 
starch iodide papers, and then analyzed, the 
existence of combined chloride can be 
proved, and it is largely owing to these or- 
ganic chlorides that papers made from 
pulp, bleached hot, soon go back in color. 

This can be proved experimentally with- 
out any special apparatus, by bleaching 
some pulp at about 140° Fahr., and also a 
similar quantity quite cold, bringing both 
sample lots up to an equal color. If the 
samples be washed and afterward dried in 
an oven for several hours, the difference in 
the appearance of the dried bleached pulps 
will be appreciable.

Mr. Johnston assumes in a letter dated April 22, 1898, published on page 17 of your 
issue of May 12th, that in a letter previously published by me I have attempted to discredit 
his statement relative the Challenge grinder, which assumption is not true, but on the 
contrary I distinctly disclaimed questioning the truth of the statement and only complained 
that it was not shown that between the time when Bort & Johnston owned the Chateaugay

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market experienced a sharp recovery. Gen- 
eral favorable conditions produced good 
buying. Call loans on stock collateral 
were steady at 144@1™% per cent. In the 
outside market banks and trust companies 
loan on call at 1% per cent. Quotations 
on good Stock Exchange security are 2 
per cent. for sixty days, 2% for ninety 
days to four months, 3 for five to six and 
3% for seven to eight months. The in- 
quiry for commercial paper is enlarging 
in spite of the Government loan, while sup- 
ply is increasing. Quotations are 3@3% 
per cent. for sixty-day indorsed bills re- 
ceivable, 344@4 per cent. for pritne and 
44%4@s™% per cent. for good four to six 
months’ single names. Foreign exchange 
was fairly active and steady. Posted rates 
were $4.85 for sixty days and $4.86% for 
sight. Actual rates were $4.8334@4.84%4 
for sixty days, and $4.8544@4.85% for 
sight. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—Business was 
dull in the paper trade this week. News was 
in good demand and Manillas were about 
the same. Book and Writing papers were 
only in fair call.

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The Stamped Envelope Contract 





Postmaster-General Smith gave a hear- 
ing on June 13 to the attorneys of the par- 
ties interested in the awarding of the con- 
tract for the manufacture of stamped en- 
velopes. There has been a warm contest 
between the Morgan-Plimpton Company, 
which furnishes the envelopes at present 
through the contractors, the Purcell Com- 
pany, and the latter company. Ross Perry, 
for the contestants, held that the Purcell 


Company was totally unable to fill the con- 
tract, as was proven when it was compelled 
last time to turn the contract over to the 
Morgan-Plimpton Company. He said that 
the bid was in the nature of a straw bid, 
and that the company had not the slightest 
intention of doing the work itself. On 
the other hand the Morgan-Plimpton 
Company, having long experience in such 
matters, and having manufactured all the 
envelopes used by the department for many 
years, had amply demonstrated its ability 
to carry out the contract if it should be 
awarded to it. The department was not 
compelled to award the contract to the 
lowest bidder, but could exercise discretion 
in the matter. 

Judge Jere Wilson said in behalf of the 
Purcell Company that the bill was made 
in good faith and that the Purcell Company 
stood ready to carry it out if it should be 
awarded to it. Through the entrance into 
the field of the Purcell Company in oppo- 
sition to the trust, the cost of stamped en- 
velopes to the Government: had been prac- 
tically cut in half. The department had 
sertt an inspector to look over the plant 
of the company and he had reported that 
it was able to do the work. The contract 
had been awarded to the company after a 
full examination by Mr. Gary and it was 
unjust to take the contract from the com- 
pany at this time. The Postmaster-Gen- 


eral reserved his decision.

At present, in the comparative absence 
of American competition, the makers of 
news are getting better prices. Perhaps 
this has something to do with the fact that 
the proposed combination seems to be off, 
at any rate for the time being. The mak- 
ers concerned are very mysterious, and lit- 
tle information is to be got out of them. 
They tap their breasts and say that they 
are sworn to secrecy, A paragraph tecent- 
ly appeared in a Cardiff paper, which is 
probably inspired, however. “The pro- 
posed amalgamation of the nine largest 
mills in the country,” says the writer, “is 
not, I understand, likely to be effected. 
Meetings of those interested have been held 
and a <hairman was actually nominated, 
but internal differences have arisen, with 
the result that one firm, the largest, has 
decided to withdraw from the scheme, and 
others are expected to do so at the next 
and final meeting. The cajital of the ven- 
ture was fixed at $12,500,000. To newspa- 
per proprietors the success of the scheme 
has always appeared problematical. With 
competition from America and the likeli- 
hood of mills now turning out book paper 
taking on the more profitable news manu- 
facturing, it is quite impossible for any 
such amalgamation to ‘corner’ the trade.” 
Some pretty shrewd judges, though, tell me 
that they believe it to be a question of 
time, and that a combination will come 
about one of these days. 

A very old firm, James Brown & Co., 
of Esk Mills, Penicuik, Midlothian, who 
make superfine papers and have a great 
reputation, have become a limited com- 
pany with a capital of $1,100,000 in 14,000 
preference shares of $50 and 8,000 ordinary 
shares of the same amount. The vendors 
take the whole of the ordinary shares in 
part payment. The prospectus mentions 
that the business was founded in 1790 and 
has progressed steadily. The old firm be- 
came a private limited in 1890. The audi- 
tors give the average annual profits for the 
last three years as about $100,000 per an- 
num. 

The Ely Paper Mills, either the largest 
er the second largest mills in the country, 
narrowly escaped destruction by fire last 
Wednesday. The blaze began in the yard 
of the mills, where enormous quantities 
of chemical and mechanical wood pulp are 
stored, there being in all some 8,000 tons. 
The yard is considerably over a quarter of 
a mile in length, and is sandwiched between 
the river on the one side and the mill 
buildings and the railway lines on the 
other. Shortly after 11 o'clock the fore- 
man of the yard, Mr. Watts, noticed

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smoke and flames issuing from one of the 
stacks of pulp at the corner of the yard 
which is nearest the railway lines. He im- 
mediately raised the alarm. Pending the 
arrival of the brigade, Watts, with the thir- 
ty yardmen under his charge, got to work 
on the burning pile, aided by the chief 
engineer to the paper works and his men. 
There was a good supply of hydrants be- 
longing to the works in the yard, and these 
were played upon the flames. The news 
that there was a fire at the paper mills 
spread with incredible rapidity, and a huge 
crowd soon gathered upon the railway em- 
bankment to witness the efforts of the fire 
brigade. The portion involved was some 
200 feet square, and gangs of workmen 
were employed to shift the bales on the 
edge of the fire in order to isolate the 
burning part. In this they were, to a cer- 
tain extent, successful, for, after a couple 
of hours, the continuous stream of water 
began to have its effect, but even at the 
worst not many flames were visible, as, 
though the fire had good hold of the 
stuff, it was of a smouldering kind, and, 
consequently, gave out great volumes of 
dense, black smoke. Mr. Owen estimates 
the loss at something like $10,000. For- 
tunately the whole is covered by insurance. 
The foreman of the yard attributed the 
cause of the outbreak to sparks from an 
engine attached to a train which had been 
discharging freight near by. 

I have already noted that Albert E. 
Reed has gone to Canada on wood pulp 
business, as the result of a motion adopt- 
ed at the annual meeting of the Paper 
Makers’ Association—“That the matter be 
referred to the council te appoint a com- 
mittee to confer with the Canadian Minis- 
ter, with the view of increasing the supply 
of raw material from Canada.” A commit- 
tee was appointed and interviewed the High 
Commissioner for Canada, and a memo- 
rial setting forth the views of the associa- 
tion was sent to the High Commissioner 
to the Dominion Government. Following 
this, Albert E. Reed and his brother were 
furnished with a letter of introduction from 
the High Commissioner to the Minister of 
Commerce at Ottawa, and will talk things 
over with that gentleman. Mr. Reed is 
himself a manufacturer of wood pulp, with 
mills in New Brunswick, and he will at- 
tend to his own business as well as the af- 
fairs of the association. 

The lay press generally have rather ex- 
aggerated the importance of this mission, 
some of the papers talking about it as if 
it was quite a new idea for Canada to sup- 
ply wood pulp. A paragraph evidently 
from a writer “in the know” recéntly ap- 
peared in the Birmingham Daily Post to 
the following effect: “The rapidly in- 
creasing importance of the Canadian trade 
in wood pulp for paper making has been 
engaging the attention of paper manufac- 
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turers here for some time, especially in view 
of the injury they suffer through the meth- 
ods adopted by competitors in the United 
States. The forests of Canada are well- 
nigh inexhaustible, and it has been the cus- 
tom for Americans to purchase timber lim- 
its in Ontario and Quebec, the product of 
which, in the shape of sawn logs, goes to 
supply mills on the other side of the inter- 
national boundary. Their paper then comes 
into severe competition with English paper 
manufactured from wood pulp imported 
from Canada, and the trade in this coun- 
try is of opinion that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment should impose an export duty on 
sawn logs, if only to protect the interests 
of the pulp mills of the country. Albert 
Reed is this week sailing for Canada, as the 
representative of the Pape: Makers’ Asso- 
ciation, to bring the views of the trade be- 
fore the notice of the Government at Ot- 
tawa.” 

That clever and well edited paper, Wood 
Pulp, has changed its name. I understand 
from the editor that the field was too cir- 
cumscribed for his energies, and moreover 
the prosperity of the journal justified con- 
siderable enlargement. Therefore Paper 
and Pulp will appear fortnightly every al- 
ternate Wednesday. Some excellent series 
of articles have already been arranged for. 

I was in Paris last week and had a long 
talk with my old friend, M..Person de Biel, 
secretary to the French Paper Makers’ As- 
sociation and editor of the Moniteur de la 
Papeterie Francaise, the organ of the asso- 
ciation.’ We principally discussed the 
whole ‘trade press, and he had some gen- 
erous words to say about the new French 
paper, Le Papier. He tells me that the 
French trade is fairly prosperous at pres- 
ent, and getting rather better prices all 
round, although they want better prices 
still and believe that they are justified in 
hoping for them.

Electrolytic alkali seems to be doing 
pretty well.

The first 
paragraph of the report deals with the 
trading account. They had been able to 
carry to profit a sum of upwards of $45,000, 
which had been earned practically from 
only one-fourth of the proposed installa- 
tion—1,000 horse-power. The earnings 
were limited to little over half of the year 
after they had begun. The profits derived 
from that account had been so satisfactory 
that the directors had gone forward with 
very good hearts in completing the rest of 
this enterprise, first by getting the second 
installation into full working order, and 
laying down the foundation for proceeding 
with the utmost energy with the other two 
installations of 1,000 horse-power each, 
which will then complete the full enter- 
prise started upon two years ago. The 
profitableness of this process had borne 
out their expectations. The second instal- 
lation is now running fully equipped with 
all the means to develop as much product 
as .the first installation. In connection 
with the ouput of these installations he 
would like to remind the shareholders that
